THREE ACQUITTED 
ON MURDER CHARGE 


Edmonton, Jan. 25.—Mrs. George 
'Topolnitsky, 74-year-old. Ukranian 
woman, was the third person to be 
arraigned and acquitted on a charge 
of murdering Metro Yeleniuk, a farm- 
er neighbor, on his farm in the An- 
drew district on November 11, in the 
supreme court here this week, when 
a jury returned a verdict of “not 
guilty,’ late Friday afternoon. 

His widow, Mrs. Yelena Yelenuik, 
and Georce Topolnitsky and his wife, 
en azed Ukraalaax couple living 
across the highway fom the Yele- 
niuk’s, were arrested and charged 
with mnueder following the recovery 
yf the body.

MAY ENTER OIL 
PRODUCING FIELD 


! The United Farmers of Alberta 
may enter the oil producing and dis- 
tributing field as a means of reducing 
the price of oil and gasoline to its 
members, it was suggested on Friday, 
in the discussion on the report read 
by Vice-president H. E. G. H. Schole- 
field dealing with investigations into 
the oil and fuel situations. 

Two methods were advanced as 
possible solutions for the problem: 
Increaseq competition between pro- 
ducers or combined action by con- 
sumers, and of the latter method two 


oo on a co-operative basis, or 
entry into the actual field of produc- 
tion and distribution. 

The question arises, stated Mr. 
Scholefield, in the event of a bargain- 
ing body being set up, as to the atti- 
tude of existing distributors; would 
they stick together and refuse to 
deal with us? This question cannot be 
decided until it is put to the test. 

Are our consumers of oil, he asked, 
prepared to finance a scheme of the 
size this programme involves. 


Granted that we are prepared for 
this, is our membership ready to go 
into the plan if such a course proves 
necessary and if action along this line 
is found to be feasible. '

CROW EXPERIMENT 
AWAKENS INTEREST 


More than 100 different points in 
Canada, on the look-out for crows 
released in mid-winter by Professor 
William Rowan of the University of 
Alberta, to test their migratory hab- 
its, have reported whether they have 
or have not seen crows, Prof. Rowan 
told members of the Lions’ ‘Club at 
the weekly luncheon at the Macdon- 
ald at Edmonton. 

The farthest point heard from was 
in the Magdalen Islands in the mouth 
of the St. Lawrence River. 

Prof. Rowen described his experi- 
ments with the crows to see if they 
would go north or south after receiv- 
ing treatments of artificial light. 

“Temperature is not a necessary 
factor in causing birds to migrate,” 
Prof. Rowan said. ‘‘There is also 
reason to believe that a bird does

is something which it has inherited: 
which makes it move north or 
south.” “38 oy 

“The speaker described the state of 
certain organs of the birds which 
get larger or become smaller, accord- 


|ing to the time of the year. As they 


get larger the bird goes north, an as 
they get smaller it goes south, and 
when the organs get to their mini- 
mum the bird remains stationary. 
“very bird inherits a thousand 
and one things from ‘its ancestors,” | 
Prof. Rowan said. “They do it in’ 
the same manner a8 we men so. We 
all walk on our legs—we inherit that.: 
We know that babies sooner or later 
will walk on their legs.” !

$20,000,000 REVENUE 
FROM DAIRY INDUSTRY 


Alberta’s milk cows proved their 
contentedness with things in general 
and a practical disregard for dry 


; weather and short pasturage ‘during 


1929, by turning into channels of 
wealth the sum of $20,750,000 in dairy 
products. This was the highest re- 
turn since 1924, and $400,000 higher 
than the valuation of the products in 
1928, and in round figures approxi- 
mately 9 per cent of the total agricul- 
tural output of the province during 
the last year. ; 

These figures were reported to the 
wenty-fifth -annual convention of 


‘the Alberta Dairymen’s Association, 


by Dr. C. P. Marker, dairy commis- 
sioner, at the Wednesday session. 
The number of dairy cows increased 
from 344,946 in 1928 to 345,566 last 
year, the greater volume of milk 
production accounting for the aug- 
mented cash return for the year’s 
work. The average production per 
cgv-was';xeported as 4,100 pounds, as 
compared with 3,950 pounds, in 1928. 

Dr. Marker said the 96 creameries 
of the province produced 16,000,000 
pounds of butter. and the nine 
cheese factories manufactured 979,- 
000 pounds of cheese, his being 11.5 
and 35 per cent respectively over the 
figures of the previous year. Slight- 
ly lower prices for dairy products pre- 


'yailed, this amounting to one cent a 


pound for all butterfat purchased by 
creameries, due to world conditions, 
and the selling price of cheese was 
given at 24% cents a pound below that 
of 1928. The average selling price of 
creamery butter production last year 
was 36 cents a pound. ~

WHY SHOULD BIRTHS 
BE REGISTERED? 


There is a law in every province 
which requires the registration of 
births, and, as a rule, the partial re- 
sponsibility for such registration 
rests upon the parent. Whether or 
not the parents are held responsible 
by law, they should see that the pro- 
vincial requirements are met because, 
for the following reasons, it is in the 
interest of the new-born child that 
the birth be registered. : 

It is through the registration of 
births and deaths that a check is kept 
upon health conditions. The cause of 
deaths, the undue prevalence of dis- 
ease, the results of health work can 
only be ascertained from such fig- 
ures. The public health organization 
depends upon these statistics, and as 
its efficiency is a matter of import- 
ance to each individual, in that pro- 
tection from disease and the attain- 
ment of health depend largely upon 
this public service, each citizen 
should do his part in seeing that such 
necessary reports as birth registra- 
tions are made to the proper authori- 
ties. : 

If the child’s birth is not registered. 
he may be hampered in adult life, be- 
cause birth certificates are now de- 
manded for: _ : 

1. Proof of citizenship, in order to 
have the right to vote; to obtain a. 


passport for travelling outside. the 
country; 
2. Proof of age: this is required 


by insurance companies before claims 
can be settled; ag evidence of a 
child's having reached school age; as 
evidence of: age where work certifi- 
cates are required, or to prove .that 
age when work certificate is required 
has been passed; to prove age for en- 
listment in the army; to prove age im 
connection with marriage; 

3. Establishment of ‘identity and 
parentage; to prove right to an in- 
heritance. 

Many more reasons might be given, 
such as age for a motor driver’s li- 
cence, and age for old age pension, 
but enough have been mentioned to es- 
tablish clearly that from the stand- 
point of both,ithe community and the 
individual,» inth registration: should 
never Tre nesta moral ‘and legal 
obligation: rest » upon parents to see 
that the birth!of their c 
erly registered..."

Mr. Christie of the Northern Al- 
berta Dairy Pool, delivered a very 
interesting address on the workings 
of the Northern Pool, giving many 
useful pointers about the collection of 
cream and a suggestion that an ef- 
fort be made to get as many con- 
tracts signed as possible, so that the 
selling department may have some 
idea of just how much of an output 
they will have to dispose of from the 
W.D.P., thereby enabling them to sell 
to better advantage. He also recom- 
mended that there be a closer co-op- 
eration between the different cream 
pool units in regard to bonus paid to 
patrons, so that the cream producers 
in the Province might all be paid as 
nezr ag possible on the same basis. 

A resolution was passed that the 
Federal Government be asked to give 
protection against the dumping of 
foreign butter into Canada. 

As the time is drawing near when, 
as. the W.D.P..included amongst its 
patrons, the owners of all’ the promi- 
nent registered dairy herds in the 
community, ang the time is also near 
when a number of outstanding dairy 
bulls. may be required, the manage- 
ment of the creaméries are prepared
